T he express companies answer all 
arguments snteided to prove t ha t they 
should pay the war revenue tax on 
pack ages, by the statement t ha t they 
would have to go out of business if they 
did «0. 
The four leading companies, 
the Adams, the American, the United 
State« and the Wells Fargo, handle 
1 BO,000,000 pack ages each 
year, and 
this would rmnnn a revenue of SI 000,000 
from this source alone. 
As these same 
companies are capitalized at $55,000,000 
it would mean a tax of two and a half 
p er cent upon them. 
They are obliged 
to pay fifty per cent of their gross earn 
ings to the railroad companies for 
transp ortation and so only forty-seven 
and a half per cent of their gross earn 
ings would be left with which to pay 
ail expenses. 
They are, therefore, con­ 
vinced the only way out of their diffi­ 
culty lies in the one now in effect, 
whereby the customer pays the cent. 
Des Moines News says: 
‘‘T he ex­ 
press companies are work ing a ‘bluff 
on their customers. 
The law requires 
a one cent stamp on each receip t to the 
shipper.

Noon« 
wishes that these patriotic young men 
should he disfranchised be« *ause they 
have been found unfit to serve in the 
army or navy. 
Yet the war has called 
out a fresh crop of assertions that worn 
en ought not to vote bee lose they can 
not render military service. 
The proportion of volunteers found 
disqualified for tie* present war has 
be*-n a surprise to many, but it is not 
larger than usual, except among ciga 
rette smokers. Colonel T. W. H ig g ins. *11 
lias brought to lig ht some interesting 
figures from t he tabulated medical sta 
tistics gf the civil war, showing how 
large a proportion yf men were found 
disqualified then, if» * says: 
“ Among lawyers, 54 4 out of 1.000 
were disqualified; among physician-, 
070; among journalists, 740; among 
clergymen, 054. Grave divines are hor- 
rilied at the thought of admitting wom­ 
en to vote when they cannot fight, 
though not one 111 2 0 of their own num­ 
ber is fit for m ilita ry duty if he volun­ 
teered. 
Of the editors who denounce 
woman suffrage only about one in four 
< ould him self carry a musket, while of 
the lawyers who fill congress the major­ 
ity could not be defenders of their coun­ 
try, hut could only be defended. And it 
must be remembered that even these 
sta tistics very imperfectly represent the 
case.
